This a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed December 28, 2004, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is granted. 

This application became abandoned for failure to timely reply to the non-final Office action 
mailed October 10, 2001. No extensions of time under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a) were 
obtained. Accordingly, this application became abandoned on January 1 1, 2002. A Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed on June 14, 2002. 

The instant petition requests revival of the application. Petitioner has met the requirements to 
revive the above-identified application pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b). Therefore, the petition is 
granted and the application is revived. 

The above-identified application has been abandoned for an extended period of time. The Patent 
and Trademark Office is relying on petitioner's duty of candor and good faith and accepting the 
statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the 
filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional.
